Winterize Your Car 
Says FHP Kirkman 


Motorists were reminded by 
the Florida Highway Patrol to- 
day that- they need some de- 
gree of defensive driving abil- 
ity against winter weather the 
same as an athlete needs to 
know the ins and outs of sports. 

Comdr. Н. М. Kirkman de- 
clared that unless the motorist 
prepared for the unusual in the 
winter — even in sunny and 
balmy Florida — they're liable 
to run into traffic trouble. 

“It is imperative that we 
watch such important things as 
windshield wipers, heaters, and 
defrosters and see to it that they 
are in good working condition 
for our own safety,” declared 
Kirkman, 

He emphasized that “your 
lights are important, too,” and 
went on to enumerate the musts 
for safer driving such as pro- 
perly focused headlights, pro- 
perly working directional lights, 
tail and brake lights in order 
and a watchful eye that lenses 
on all lights are free of dirt, 
dust, or mud. 

“Far too many wrecks hap- 
pen because someone was a lit- 
tle unthoughtful about simple 
things like properly working 
lights,” the commander said. 
"We always suppose that such 
accidents happen to the OTHER. 
FELLOW, but, it is too late to 
presuppose or repent when 
you're in a death dealing crash."

The Glades lost it's oldest 
ploneer in point of residence 
Saturday, when Ross Winnie, 79 
years of age, died following a 


recurring attack in a long-time 
semi-invalidism. 

Pastor Lee D. Rustin officiat- 
ed at the funeral services held 
in the Methodist Church, and 
burial at Port Mayaca Cemetery 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The pioneering spirit of this 
Ohioan brought him thru the 
Caloosahatchie into Lake Okee- 
chobee in search of the report- 
fd big catches on fishermen, in 
the spring of 1912. 

On Torry Island where the 
name Winnie's Cove is found 
оп engineer's drawings and 
maps, the first vegetable gar- 
den in the Glades was grown, 
and later when custard apple 
trees, willows and elders had 
been removed, peppers, eggs, 
Squash, beans and other popu- 
lar vegetables of the time were 
grown commercially. 

As a part of a community on 
the Islands — Kraemer, Little 
Kraemér and Torry — demand- 
ing a place of worship, a school 
for the children and'transporta- 
tion to the outer world, Ross 
Winnie was prominent in secur- 
ing these goals. He delivered the 
first cargo of Lake Okeechobee

Screwworm Infestation 
In Small Animals Found 

Florida owners of small ani- 
mals and domestic pets were 
urged today to keep a sharp 
watch for screwworms follow- 
ing the recent discovery in Tam- 
pa of the first positive case of 
the costly pest to be reported 
in the state in the past 16 
months. 

The importance of prompt re- 
Porting of any suspected screw- 
‘worm case to the proper auth- 
orities also was stressed. 

“Since the successful eradica- 
tion program in 1958-59, live- 
stock owners throughout Flor- 
ida have been alerted to the 
continuing danger of possible 

vworm re-entry into the 
said Dr. Meadows. “It 

is possible, however, that own- 
ers of dogs and other small 
domestic animals have failed to 
realize the importance of con- 
tinued vigilance on their part. 

“Any warm-blooded animal 
the size of a rabbit or larger is 
subject to screwworm infesta- 
tion," Dr. Meadows points out, 
"and a domestic pet with a case 
of screwworms is as much a 
menance as an infested steer. 

“Prompt reporting to a coun- 
ty agent or livestock inspector 
of any suspected screwworm-in- 
fested wound is vitally import- 
ant. Samples of maggots must 
be saved for proper identifica- 
tion so that if the case should 
be positive, immediate precau- 
tionary measures can be taken."

“All students аге not college 
material, and our guidance pro- 
gram recently inaugurated, 
finds, even this early, requests 
of freshmen for discussion and 
advice in plans for educational 
and vocational capabilities and 
plans," the Principal says. 

"By studying the statistical 
progress of the student, ident- 
ifying aptitudes and skills, the 
‘gifted’ student is identified 
early and accelerated programs 
of vocation and/or education 
are undertaken and the ‘mea- 
sured needs' of the individual 
result in revision or addition to 
the curriculum,” the speaker 
pointed out. 

Enrollment at Belle Glade 
High statistically shows: in '52 
there were 425 students, With 31 
seniors, of whom 13 went to 
college; in 59 there were 800, 
plus, with 55 seniors of whom 
31 went to college or 55%; in 64 
it is anticipated we will have 
1250 students 120 seniors and 
80 of them will go to college. 
For '60 the enrollment is 830 
with the number probably up 
to 850 as the season reaches it’s 
peak. 

Of the 55 graduates of '59; 
31 are in college, 18 are work- 
ing full time, 3 are married, one 
in service, 2 unaccounted for and 
0 unemp! Of the DCT stu- 
dents (Diversified Cooper:

The Role Of Religion In Shaping 


America 


Part I 


(Editor's Note: This informa- 
tion was presented by the Bills 
and Overtures Committee of the 
Presbytery of the Everglades, of 
which Rev. W. W. Preston, of 
the local Presbyterian Church, 
is chairman. The report was 
adopted at the Oct. 18 meeting 
and is being sent to all other 
Presbyteries in the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. It will be in 
two parts and conclude next 
week. 

1. Where did our American 
philosophy come from? Where 
did we get our ideas about right 
and wrong, personal responsibil- 
ity, the nature of man, human 
rights, and the meaning of life? 
The chief source of our ideals is 
religion. More specifically, the 
Hebrew-Christian heritage is the 
frame of reference in which our 
American way of life has flour- 
nished. 

2. In spite of-or perhaps be- 
cause of-our policy of separa- 
tion of church and state, the 
United States is not officially 
irreligious or indifferent to re- 
ligion, quite the contrary! 

3. Consider the role religion 
has played in America's moral 
and ethical thinking. Call the 
roll of our great historical docu- 
ments, beginning with the May- 
flower Compact and continuing 
down through the Declaration of 
Independence, the Constitution, 
the Gettysburg Address, and 
all the rest. Through them all 
runs the thread of recognition 
of dependence upon Almighty 
God and recognition of the 
Moral Law to which all men are 
bound, and by which they are 
measured and held accountable. 
Our nation was founded by 
God-fearing men and its great- 
est leaders have been men of 
moral stature and spiritual sen- 
sitivity. 

4. This fact is pointed up in a 
speech by Benjamin Franklin. 
At the age of 81, at the fram- 
ing of the Constitution, he said: 

"I have lived a long time; and 
the longer I live the more con- 
vincing proofs I see of this 
truth, that God governs in the 
affairs of men. And, if a spar- 
row cannot fall to the ground 
without His notice is it probable 
that on empire can rise without 
His aid? We have been assured, 
in the sacred writing that, 
"except the Lord build the 
house. they labor in vain that 
build it.” I firmly believe this, 
and I also believe that, with- 


succeed in this political build- 
ing no better than the builders 
of Babel.” 

5. The phrase, “In God we 
Trust.” engraved on our coins 
indicates that officially our na-

William B. Killiam, Chairman 
of the State Road Board, re- 
ports that today in Florida there 
are 50.26 miles of Interstate 
highway open to traffic, 170.7 
miles under construction and 
183.1 miles in the final plan- 
ning stage. ? 

This work to date has a total 
estimated cost of $452,000,000, 
including construction and right 
of way acquisition. 

Florida ranks first in the na- 
tion in utilization of Interstate 
funds. Since 1956, federal Inter-, 
state funds totaling $194,000,- 
000 have come to Florida. All of 
this has been obligated except 
$2,461,000 of the 1961 alloca-| 
tion, which will be obligated by 
the end of this year. 

Much of Florida's initial con- 
struction and planning has been 
in urban areas. This has limit- 
ed Florida's early mileage totals 
but has met a terrific traffic 
problem in Miami, Jacksonville 
and other large cities. 

Of Florida's total Interstate 
mileage, 1,013 miles will be 
rural and only 113 miles will 
be urban — yet the 10 per cent 
of urban mileage is expected 
to carry 50 per cent of the traf- 
fic, Killian pointed out. 

Early urban construction also 
is expected to result in greater 
saving in the acquisition of ex- 
pensive right of way, the cost 
of which is rising every year.

“Evaluation of our school by 
the Southern High School As- 
sociation is coming this year 
and this is necessary in order 
that holders of diplomas from 
Belle Glade High be recogniz- 
ed by colleges and universities 
for entrance.

All high school graduates 
take a test designed by colleges 
for entrance determination with 
a possible 400 grade.

What's Its Area? — What’s Its Population? 
What's Its Assessed Valuation? 
When, Why, By Whom Was It Exploited? 


Palm Beach County this week, 
gained another chapter in its 
fast-growing recognition as a 
leading county in the state and 
for the efforts being put forth 
by the County Commission to 
promote agriculture, tourism 
and industry. 

In a lead story in the Flor- 
ida Municipal Record for Octo- 
ber, the convention issue for the 
Florida League of Municipali- 
ties which met this week in 
West Palm Beach for its annual 
meeting, the magazine noted 
that Palm Beach ‘County Re- 
flects State Growth and Pros- 
perity—and went on to say— 

Palm Beach County has gain- 
ed wide spread fame through- 
out the world in many fields. 
To review. the history of this 
section much the same as 
‘writing a serial—each install- 
iment’ complete within itself; 
each phase an important part 
of the events and developments 
which has made the county a 
leader since the very day back 
in the early 1900’s when a 
group of residents voted to slice 
the mighty Dade County in 
pieces"and form a county of 
their own. 

Their choice was Palm Beach 
County and down thi 
years this area has c 
greatly to the developme: 
South Florida. 

The county can look back to 
the days when it became a lead- 
er in the tourist industry, to 
days when it became a leader 
in vegetable production to lat- 
er days when cattle raising and 
the dairy business brought. ad- 
ded importance to the area and 
the present, with national in- 
dustry giving its approving nod 
to the county as highly suitable 
locale fot building new plants. 

Today its bonded debt is well 
controlled by adequate securi- 
ties. Its tax system is not a goug- 
ing monster and its govern 
mental administration is a pat- 
tern of wise judgment and con- 
sidered decisions based on sound 
business practices and sensible 
economy. 

Years ago when Palm Beach 
County was in its infancy, Hen- 
ry Flagler picked this area as 
his winter home. He built rail- 
roads, hotels, business districts 
and entertainment facilities. He 
brought his friends and their 
friends here to enjoy winter va- 
cations. 

This was the start of this 
county’s fame as a winter re- 
sort area. The type of luxury 
living introduced by Flagler 
created a need for workers who 


could give the service which the 
visitors demanded. This meant 
the start of new communities, 
an influx of builders, architects, 
businessmen and others. 

This phase of Palm Beach 
County history has continued to 
exist throughout its history. The 
area today is still recognized as 
one of Florida's most famous 
resort areas. Here as in other 
parts of Florida, summer vaca- 
tions are becoming an economic 
mainstay. 

As more people visited Palm 
Beach County, they saw even 
greater potential than beaches 
and sunshine. They were look- 
ing toward the vast Everglades 
section—then swampy and un- 
developed—but fertile enough to 

row fortunes. 

These nioneers built roads, 
developed drainage systems and 
planted vegetables in the rich 
Everglades mucklands. Their re- 
turn was tremendous. Today 
for scores of years, Palm Beac 
County's Glades section is re- 
cognized as the vegetable bowl 
of the natíon—an area where 
thousands of truck’ loads of all 
types of vegetables are grown 
every year. These are crops har- 
vested and marketed when 
fields further north are frost- 
bitten and unproductive. 

With the development of 
agriculture in the Glades and 
later along the sandy coastal 
areas, men turned to other 
phases of this industry, This 
foresight brought the start of 
a great cattle raising develop- 
ment which has grown into 
world leading proportions to- 
day. Blooded herds of several 
varities are now counted in the 
county's animal population. Al- 
so counted are hundreds of head 
of first rate dairy cattle which in 
late years have given Palm 
Beach County leading recogn 
tion in the production gf dairy 
products. 

Since the end of World War 
П, industrial development of 
Palm Beach County bas gained 
tremendous importance... The 
move at first was in the field 
of light industry such as furni- 
ture manufacture, building sup- 
plies, fishing tackle and boat 
building. The end of the war 
also saw a tremendous popu- 
lations growth as millions of ex- 
service men and their families 
settled down to take up their 
lives in new surroundings. This 
influx of people brought a boom 
in housing developments and 
new sub division, 

In recent years the industria] 
development has taken on a new 


look as more and more big com- 
panies are opening plants in this 
area. Today the county is home 
for Pratt & Whitney, RCA, Min- 
neapolis Honewell, Air Pro- 
ducts, Butler Aviation and a 
host of others. 

How and why does Palm 
Beach County continue to en- 
joy such grand scale benefits 
that are a part of industry, agri- 
Culture and tourism Much of 
the credit for these benefits is 
directed to the Palm Beach 
County Commission which has 
guided the growth and develop- 
ment of the area during a per- 
iod when it*was most difficult 
to keep abreast of Florida's 
mushrooming expansion. 

The county's present commis- 
sion is made un of five men who 
have been on the job for many 
veirs. Headed by Chairman 
Paul Rardin, Canal Point, the 
commission includes Lake Ly- 
tal and Kenneth Foster, West 
Palm Beach; Roy Michael, Jr. 
Lake Worth and Ben Sundy, 
Delray Beach, Michael who is 
the junior member of the board 
has béen a member for eight 
years which points up the ad- 
vantages of stability and exper- 
ience in governmental adminis- 
tration. The commission has 
proven it can provide the type 
of leadership and direction 
which Palm Beach County re- 
sidents desire. The commission's 
leadership has brought new 
roads and bridges to the coun- 
ty; expanded recreational facili- 
ties and a growing system of 
county parks; new industries, a 
capital improvement program 
which has brought added’ facili- 
ties such as the Glades court- 
house which serves residents of
